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Roosevelt Hikes Silver Price to 77.57 Cents 


World-Wide Pact Seen

Proclamation Carries Out 
Terms of London Agree- 
ment; Miners Given 
Benefit of Hike. 


WASHINGTON, April 24.—(UP) 
President Roosevelt tonight boosted 
the government's buying price for 
newly-mined domestic silver to 77.57 
cents per ounce to meet the stead- 
ily advancing silver price 
world’s markets. 

From December 21, 1933, to April 
10, 1935, the government had paid 
the equivalent of 64.64 cents per 
ounce for the metal. This was the 
amount returned to the miner after 
the government bought silver at its 
monetary value of $1.29. but subtract- 
d 50 per cent as seigniorage. 

On April 10 the seigniorage was 
ut to 45 per cent, thereby increas- 
ng the price to the producer to 71.11 

nts per ounce. Tonight the seignior- 
ge was further cut to 40 per cent, 
making the domestic purchase price 
the equivalent of 77.57 cents per 
punce, 

All silver mined on or after April 
4, 1935, is affected by the new min- 
ing rate set for newly-mined silver 
by the United States treasury. 

The new price for silver was set 
by President Roosevelt in another 
proclamation .carrying out the Lon- 
on silver agreement which provided 
that participating nations should ac- 
cumulate their own -domestic silver 
production and use it for monetary 
purposes. 

The announcement of the presiden- 
tial proclamation followed another day 
of wild speculation in the world sil- 
ver markets and a shroud of mystery 
thrown around the federal govern- 
ment’s silver program. 

At first it was understood that 
the treasury would merely pay the 
“world price” for domestic newly- 
mined silver but after a hurried con- 
sultation with the treasury legal staff 
it was decided that another proclama- 
ion was necessary in order that the 
domestic newly-mined silver price be 
advanced to give domestic producers 
at least as much for their silver as 
was paid by the government to for- 
eign sellers. 

Since the newly-mined silver pur- 
chases were inaugurated December 
31, 1933. as a step in carrying out 
the London silver agreement requir- 
ing greater use of silver as money, 
the treasury has purchased 34,552,-

U. S. Expected To Support International ‘‘Code 
of Fair Competition,’”’ Giving Americans 
Advantage in Overseas Trade. 


WASHINGTON, 
Vigorous United States support of an 
international code to slash textile 
work hours throughout the world to- 
day was forecast by authoritative of- 
ficials here. 

Betterment of labor conditions and 
improvement. of this nation’s competi- 
tive position in world textile markets 
were named twin objectives of the 
drive. 

Sprring the move were distress 
cries raised against foreign competi- 
tion by a harassed domestic industry 
and its employes, as represented by 
the United Textile Workers. 

Proposal of such a “code of fair 
competition,” with a 40-hour work 
week, will be considered by the inter- 
national labor organization's govern- 


ing body when it meets next fall to 
draw up the program for the 19356 
Geneva labor conference. 

William Green, president of the 
American Federation of Labor; Henry 
Dennison, Massachusetts paper manu- 
facturer, and a still unappointed gov- 
ernment representative, will speak for 
the United States governing body. 

Informed observers here said such

—embracing a cut in foreign textile 
workers’ hours, with a compensating 
wage increase, would increase the mai- 
ufacturing costs of ‘ textiles ‘abroad. 
This result, they contended, would 
place United States textiles in a more 
favorable position in foreign markets 
and might result in a decrease in im- 
ports. 
Tedious Process. 

Ratification of the convention, how- 
ever, was foreseen to be a tedious 
process. If placed on the program for 
the 1986 Geneva conference, adoption 
of the convention there would have to 
precede submission to legislatures of 


the 62 member countries. It would 
be binding upon only those countries 
which ratified. 

By the slim margin of a 12-to-11 
vote, the governiug body last winter 
defeated a proposal to add textiles

in Geneva.

Secession of Georgia from the Union 
as a way possibly to settie difficulties 
between thie state and the Washing- 
ton administration was suggested yes- 
terday by Tom Linder, commissioner 
of agriculture.

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SMITH THREATENS

Carolinan’s Warning Dis- 
rupt’s Costigan’s Fight 
for Measure To Penalize 
Officers. 


WASHINGTON, April 24.—()—A 
floor fight was opened suddenly today 
by Senator Costigan, democrat, Colo- 
rado, for passage of his anti-lynching 
bill, but was met by threats of as de- 
termined a filibuster as the senate has 
seen since—13 years ago—such legis- 
lation was last before it. 

Led by Senator Smith, democrat, 
South Carolina, southern senators 
served notice off the senate floor that 
the measure would never be passed or 
even brought to a vote. They laid 
plans to. provide the senate with 
enough oratery to fulfill that warning. 

The bill would place heavy penalties 
upon local officers who by negligence 
permit mobs to seize prisoners under 
their custody, and enable the depend- 
ants of a lynch mob’s victim to obtain 
damages from the county government. 

Active in that fight was Senator 
Harrison, of Mississippi, chairman of 
the finance committee, to whom the 
opponents of the pending measure are 
a for the first break in their bat- 
tie, 

“National Wrongs—Remedies. ” 

His committee is working out the 
administration compromise bill for 
payment of the bonus.

Roasevelt To Name Allotment Board Today To 
Man Vast Machinery for Distributing 
$4,000,000,000 for New Jobs. 


WASHINGTON, 
President Roosevelt today charted 46 
governmental channels through which 
$4,000,000,000 will move to men who 
have no jobs, but left until tomorrow 
the naming of the men to have charge 
of tke sluice gates, 

The. designating of this vast ma- 
chine, definitely breaking the ice on 
the job-giving program, in itself 
caused‘ some stir in the capital. Its 
administration alone will require the 
employment of several thousand white 
collar workers in Washington, 

But speculative interest centered on 
the all-important allotment board to 
be named tomorrow. With the presi- 
dent as its chairman, it alone will 
say how much wil] be spent for what. 

Hopkins Mentioned. 

The name of Harry L. Hopkins, the 
relief administrator, was mentioned 
often in high quarters as one likely 
to have a strong say in the board’s 
operations. It was indicated also that 


the board might be large enough to 
include representatives from most of 
the spending agencies. 

Forty-three existing governmental 
agencies were chosen by the president 
today to help carry out the work pro- 
gram. ‘Three others will be created

The vote was a smashing defeat for 
Majority Leader Joe T, Robinson and 
other administration stalwarts who 
successfully maneuvered the defeat of 
two previous motions to recommit the 
measure offered by Senator Harry F. 
Byrd, democrat, Virginia, and Senator 
Arthur H. Vandenberg, republican, 
Michigan.

President Roosevelt's. attitude to- 
ward the bill was not-disclosed during 
the ag os debate that preceded the 
vote.

numbers operator, ,who left Atlanta 
some years ago as the direct result 
of this alleged quarrel. The chief said 
Cutcliff told him Wheeler died some 
months ago in West Virginia. 

Former Husband. 

Detectives also said they wanted to 
question one Arthur Crouse, former 
husband of Mrs. Myrtle Guyol. They 
said they learned the present Mrs. 
Guyol divorced Crouse while he was 
serving a sentence in the federal peni- 
tentiary here for violation of the

They made us 
drive down the lane about 100 yards 
and then made us stop the car.’ 

Pierson said one of the men had 
straight black hair, wore a white 
shirt aud gray trousers, while the 
otLer had curly hair. He was unable 
to give a detailed description of the 
assailants. 

“The black-haired man held the two 
guns on-us while the other man took 
our money and my father’s watch,” 
Pierson said as he lay on a hospital

The new treasury price is the high- 
est silver has reached since 1920, 
when it touched $1.37. The all-time 
record was set on November 25, 1919, 
at $1.37 1-2 per ounce. In 1918, the 
price touched a high of 2 O1 1-8 and 
in 1917 reached $1.08 1-2 

Before 1917, silver never passed $1. 
In fact, the present treasury price was 
only touched in the four years when 
the price exceeded $1. 

Under the silver purchase act, the 
treasury is directed to buy silver until 
the value of silver is equal to one- 
third the value of gold held in the 
treasury. or until the silver price 
reaches $1.29 per ounce.

While it is conceded the steady rise 
in the silver metal has mild infla- 
tionary aspects. experts pointed out 
that advances thus far have not had 
beneficial results, at least so far as 
commodity prices are concerned.

Every man and woman in Atlanta 
who has participated in the so- 
called “number game” gamble has 
contributed directly to the under- 
world killing in which Eddie Guyol, 
leader of one of the lottery gangs, 
was shot as he sat in his automo- 
bile in front of his home in a fash- 
jonable resjdential section. 

Not until the development of the 
iniquitous number games was there 
any semblance of criminal gangs in 
Atlanta. Even in the heyday of the 
pootleggers there were no gang 
crimes because there were no dom- 
inant organizations controlling the 
sale of illicit liquor. 

Few of the bootleggers had 
money enough to finance such or- 
ganizations as existed in the larger 
northern and midwestern cities, but 
when the: lotteries. were launched 
and thousands of dollars began to 
pour in from gullible’ men and 
women, rival gangs were soon 
formed, and territory allotted to 
each, not only for the operatio of 
the number games, but for the sale 
of liquor. gee 

It was inevitable, as has been the 
case in other «cities, that with the 
creation of underworld = gangs, 
shrewdly directed and heavily fi- 
nanced, there should arise fivalries 
which would lead to violént crashes. 

Already there have been several 
murders and innumerable assault 
and hi-jacking cases that have been 
directly attributable to the conduct 
of the lotteries. 

The real responsibility lies with 
the people of Atlanta who day in 
and day out patronize the number 
gamés. Without their support the 
lotteriés could not exist, and with- 
out the huge reverues thus secured 
the organized gangs that have cre- 
ated a local underworld could not 
be financed. 

It is incredible that 
and decent citizens should partici- 
pate in gambling schemes in which 
the odds are all against them and 
which have created an underworld 
that is a school of crime for those 
jured by the prospect of easy and 
large revenues. 

And yet thousands of Atlanta 
men and women, in every walk of 
life, are every day “betting on the 
bug” with the lottery solicitors who 
like a fine-tooth

Solicitor-General Boykin has time 
and again warned the people of the 
city that it will be practically im- 
possible to stop such crimés as the 
murder of Guyol, who was told by 
his killer, in true gangland style, 
that “‘you’ve got it coming to you.”

WALKER TO HEAD WORK-RELIEF 

The selection of Frank G. Walk- 
er, Néw York lawyer, to supervise, 
as chairman of the National Emer- 
géncy Council, the distribution. of 
the $4,800,000,000 work - relief 
fund is an admirable one. 

When the Emergency Council, 
which is composed of the heads of 
all governmental depattments in- 


: volved in the recovery program, 


was first organized, Walker was 
named as its head by President 
Roosevelt. Under his direction the 
council went about the difficult 
task of co-ordinating the efforts of 
the numerous branchés of the gov- 
ernment, both those that have been 
in existence for yéars and those 
créated as a part of the New Deal 
program. 

After marked success in a posi- 


r-| tion requiring the utmost diplomacy 


and insight into governmental af- 
fairs and public needs, he resigned 
to return to his private interests in 
New York. Since that time it has 
been known that he has been sought 
for numerous important positions 
in Washington, but he has on each 
occasion. declined to re-enter the 
public service. | 

In naming him to the key place 
in the great work-relief program, 
the president secures a man _inti- 
mately familiar with the task to be 
performed, and one of the few of 
the New Deal officials to rétire 
without being under fire. 

Mr. Walker is a self-made man, 
having arisen from a poor boyhood 
to national prominence in his po- 
sition; as a resident for many years 
of both the eastern and western 
sections of the country, and as a 
man who believes in few words and 
direct action, he is peculiarly fitted 
to act as supervisor of the expend- 
iture of the greatest sum ever ap- 
propriated for any purpose in the 
history of the world.

-I (OP Doe Brady) write only’ the 
héalth articles, so that lets me out. 
‘It is not just out of the meanness 
of my heart that I dodge considera- 
tion of colitis here. It is because I 
don’t know anything about it and 
the subject does not seem’to me to 
fit in a health column. 

Colitis can Happen, I frankly ad- 
mit. Yet I believe the real cause of 
the trouble many of these amateur 
students of medicine ascribe to “co- 
litis”. is artificial interference with 
the alimentary function, particularly 
the abuse of physics, énemas and s0- 
called bowel washes. This unhealth- 
ful habit can be corrected in most 
instances if only the victim’s prodi- 
gious conceit can be.restrained long 
enough for the 
his complacent mind of a few of the 
morbid ideas implanted there by a 
long line of charlatans and nostrum 
vendors. Slaves of the habit who 
may resolve to win back to freedom 
should (1) lay in a supply of a pound 
of whole flaxseeds, and (2) learn the 
elementary physiology of digestion, 
the autonomous regulation of intes- 
tinal motility.

Along came Tom Wheeler, who had 


working knowledge of how Ciro Ter- 
racino, a West Indian, was cleaning 
up in a new racket, the number game 
which is a throw back from the old 
policy wheel. You pick the middle 
three numbers of the total sales on 
the New York Bond Exchange, a 
1,000-to-1 shot, and the operator paid 
you 500 to 1 for so doing. If you 
won you paid the agent’s commission 
of 10 per cent. 

Wheeler and Guyol started the num- 
ber game in Atlanta and it swept 
the city. Guyol soon had more money 
coming in daily than he ever dreamed 
he’d get in a month. He continued to 
follow the horses, plunging more and 
more each day until the time came 
when he bet as high as $2,500 on a 
single race, incidentally on a horse 
quoted at 20-to-1, a horse which lost. 
Bets of $1,000 or thereabouts became 
an everyday gamble. 

About that time Guyol became at- 
tracted to Walter Cutcliff, a big Geor- 
gia boy with a broad winning smile 
and a pair of large fists. ° 

Before long it was Guyol and Cut- 
cliff, with Wheeler out of the picture. 
How Wheeler got out was something 
the police always wanted to know. It 
was something they sought to learn 
yesterday after Guyol had .been 
slain. But they learned that Wheeler

Couple Seated in Car. 


The shooting occurred at about 9 
o'clock Tuesday night, just as Mr. 
and Mrs. Guyol had entered their car 
to drive to a motion picture theater. 
Footprints found under some of the 
extensive shrubbery in the yard of 
their beautiful home indicated the 
killer had been hiding there for some 
time. Ed A, Stephens, assistant so- 
licitor-general, who lives across the 
street from the Guyols, said the prints 
in the soft earth indicated whoever 
had hidden there had changed his 


position several times, indicating he 
had waited for some time for Guyol 
to appear, 

The Guyol home was lighted in 
practically all rooms Tuesday night 
because decorators were at work on 
the upper floor. 

Guyol was in the habit of taking 
a taxicab home in the evening and, 
if it was after dark, he would in- 
variably request the driver to turn 
his headlights into the driveway of 
the home and to keep them there un- 
til he was in the house, indicating he 
had feared an ambush there from some 
enemy. 

Bullet Found in Auto. 


The bullet which killed Guyol, pass- 
ing entirely through his head, was 
found on the rear seat of the car while 
the empty shell was found on the seat 
where Mrs. Guyol had gat. It is a 
45 caliber bullet from an automatic 
pistol. There are hardly any marks 


on jt except those caused from the 
barrel of the gun and it is not mis- 
shapen, 


Mrs. Guyol said her husband had 
been nervous the earlier part of the 
evening and had requested that they 
go out somewhere instead of staying 
at home. She said she consented to 
go to a picture show and they had just 
entered the car when the killer came 
to her side of the machine and stuck 
his gun through the open window. 
Mrs. Guyol said she ducked her head 
and dropped her jewels on the floor.

Political Control. 

The code committee concluded its 
report by stating that “any thought 
given the NRA bill must include con- 
sideration of the Wagner (labor dis- 
putes) bill,” the provisions of which 
were characterized as “obnoxious” in 
a separate report by the committee 
on federal laws. 

“Both measures,” the code commit- 
tee reported, “‘would place all labor 
relations under the supervision and 
control of politically-appointed agen- 
cies of government. Both measures 
would subject employers to the deci- 
sions of these agencies, under penalty 
of fine or. imprisonment or both for 
failure to comply. Neither measure 
places any obligations on employes or 
employe or organizations to comply 
with. such decisions. 5 

“Each of these measures seeks ito 
evade the fourth amendment to the 
constitution of the United States 
which prohibits fishing expeditions 
into one’s private affairs. Such expe- 
ditions have only recently been con- 
demned by the United States supreme 
court in an opinion by the Justice 
Holmes to which there was no dis- 


sent.” 
Problems Raised. 

The NRA bill in its present form, 
the code committee declared, raised 
the problems of (1) government régu- 
latory control over the press, (2) presi- 
dential power to determine who shall 
and who shall not be included under 
codes, (3) the imposition of numerous 
requirements not contained in the 
newspaper code, and (4) extension of 
the code for another 90 days. 

The association unanimously adopt- 
ed a resolution introduced by James 
Stahlman, of the ashville (Tenn,) 
Banner, requesting the various news- 
paper associations- in the., country 
to co-operation with the A. N. P. A. in 
the formation of a committee to con- 
sider “mutual problems” should the 
NRA extension bill be adopted. 

The association adopted three reso- 
lutions introduced by Colonel Me- 
Cormick: Commending South Dakota 
papers for their defense of the right 
to comment on the public service of 
the court, praising Louisiana papers 
for their stand against a tax which 
“under the guise of a general tax 
sought to throttle and destroy news- 
papers that dared to criticize the acts 
of the party in control of the state 
legislation,” and complimenting the 
code committee for its work in NRA 
matters.

These poor fox hunters get it from 
all sides. They like their sport but 
their game seems to get in every- 
body’s way. Take some of my quail 
hunting friends. I have no doubt that 
they are going on the warpath for me 
when, they read what I am going to 
say about this side of the fox matter. 
They spend so much money for fancy 
guns and high-priced dogs and trick 
hats and boots that they feel as if 
they had the dominant say-go about 
all game questions, 

And, to be perfectly frank about 
the whole thing, I can see that there 
is some justification for their feeling 
that way.. There are probably ten 
dove and quail hunters to every fox 
hunter in Georgia, if not twice that 
many. Still, being sportsmen, they 
should be willing to wait for the find- 
ings of the Bureat of Biological Sur- 
vey, which is investigating the food 
habits of foxes on Georgia’ upland 
game areas. | ‘ 

Quail, as we all know, are ground 
nesting birds. They are not perchers 
in any sense, although they may t 
in a tree occasi y. Naturally, 
they are subject to attack by all 
sorts of tors. That foxes should 


thing is that 
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kill quail is not surprising. The dmaz- 


quail from a given place on the foxes 
and the fox hunters will stoutly con- 
tend that the fox lives on rabbits 
and mice and doesn’t touch quail— 
well, not very often, anyway. 

During the summer we have & 
chance to get together and see just 
what the facts of the case might be. 
Dr. Nelson, of the Biological Survey, 
is devoting a large’ part of his time 
to a study of the food habits of foxes. 
We should get him some actual stom- 
achs of foxes and let him see what 
their last meal was. It would take 
a lot more stomachs than we will be 
able to get this year to settle these 
questions, but there is no hurry about 
stopping the studies. They should go 
on until the matter is carried to sat- 
isfactory settlement, one way or the 
other. The quail hunters, I am will- 
ing to wager, will be surprised at the 
infrequent occurrence of whites in 
the diet, and the fox chasers are going 
to be amazed that they occur so often. 
I am predicting this on the basis of 
that firm middle ground where I am 
inviting the fox’s friend and enemies 
to meet. Let’s take a sane attitude 
toward the fox. He is called the red 
rascal and many other names more

Thirty years ago, after a | 
vote of the people had been taken, 
Norway decided to break away from 
Sweden. There had been union un- 
der a single king for almost a cen- 


tury. 

Let it be said to her credit that 
Sweden acted in a civilized way. 
There were more Swedes than Nor- 
wegians; and Sweden might have 
fought a war to hold Norway in the 
union. Instead she agreed to let Nor- 
way do as Norway chose. 

The history of Norway is a long 
one, and we shall take up only a 
few points today. The people be- 
long to the old race of Norsemen 
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There was a period when Norway, 
Sweden and Denmark were united. 
Sweden left the union, but Norway 
and Denmark stayed together until 
the ciose of the Napoleonic wars. 
Then came the union with Sweden; 
but Norway kept as much freedom as 
possible to make her own laws. 

After breaking away from Sweden, 
the Norwegians chose a king—a prince 
of Denmark—to rule under the name 
of Haakon VII. 

The palace of the Norwegian ki 
is at Oslo, a city which was start 
during the Middle Ages. It has a 


population of more than a quarter | 
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of a million, and is located at the | 


head of a fiord. 


The early name of the place was 


Oslo: but there was a great fire, and 
when the city was rebuilt in 1624, 
the name Christiania was given to 
it. This was changed back to Oslo 
10 years ago.

_A constitutional amendment resolu- 
tion, unanimously adopted "by the sen- 
ate, came as the result of dispute over 
the validity of old-age pensions and 
other state relief measures.

TALMADGE SniFTS 
ON REGENTS LOAN 


Letter Indicates He Now 
Will Seek Building 
Funds From PWA. 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 

WASHINGTON,. April 24.—In a 
communication addressed to members 
of the Georgia congressional delega- 
tion received, here today Governor Tal- 
madge revealed that the board of re- 
gents of the University Sistem of 
Georgia may seek to revive the appli- 
cation for public works funds to fi- 
nance the comprehensive building pro- 
gram outlined for the state system. 

The governor’s apparent approval of 
the new move to obtain PWA funds 
came as somewhat of a surprise to 
delegation members in view of his 
pointed opposition to the original pro)- 
ect and his recent vigorous attack on 
the Roosevelt administration. 

Calling for construction of a num- 
ber of permanent improvements in the 
state university system, public works 
officials had approved an allocation 
of upwards of $2,500,000 for the proj- 
ect, but the plans were abandoned 
after Governor Talmadge threatened 
action by the state legislature deny- 
ing authority for the government loan. 
Later provision was made for the 
necessary financing to cover the build- 
ing program by special tax allocation. 

Indicates Support. 

In his letter today, which is under- 
stood to have been sent all delegation 
members, he indicated that he will 
now support plans for securing fed- 
eral funds and asked to. be advised 
as to the proper officials in Wash- 
ington who should be seen by a com- 
mittee representing the board of re- 
gents. 

Meantime, Representative Carl Vin- 
son, of Milledgeville, dean of the state 
delegation, announced today he ex- 
pected to call the state group together 
at a meeting either Saturday or Mon- 
day for the purpose of taking united 
action toward having Georgia partici- 
pate fully in the new $4.880,000,000 
works relief program. He had an- 
nounced yesterday such a_ meeting 
would be called as soon as President 
Roosevelt made known the organiza- 
tion setup to be established for ad- 
ministering the huge fund.
